Wiltiam HoplHns, deliver­ 
ed in the Senate o f Pennsylvania, on the 
10/A o f April, 1806, against certain por­ 
tions o f the general appropriation hilt. 
Mr. Speaker :—As I shall lie compelled 
to w ithhold m y vote from this bill, in its 
present form, I desire to put upon record 
some of the reasons w hich iufiuence me 
in doing so. 
Before doing this, however, I wish it 
to be distinctly understood th a t most of 
its provisions have m y cordial approval, 
and if thev stood alone, or were even con­ 
nected w ith a reasonable am ount of objec­ 
tionable m atter, I would certainly-vote 
for them . Am ong these I m ust not fail 
to m ention the appropriation of three 
hundred thousand dollars for the support 
of schools for the education of the orphan 
children of our brave soldiers. 
T his I regard the m ost praiseworthy 
of nil the provisions of the bill, an d ’it is 
w ith tit'- "'■cutest reluctance th at I w ith­ 
hold m y vote from it, on account of other 
m atters w hich I cannot sanction, w ithout 
self-reproach. 
• 
' 
| W ere I to consider tills bill as a whole, 
as a more pnrtizan, I would desire its 
passage,for the reason that theRepubliean 
E 
artv is Ihrgely in the m ajority in botli 
ranches of the Legislature, and have 
tho Governor, and would, therefore,' be 
held responsible for w hatever wrong 
there m ight he in it. 
_ 
B ut I trust th at I shall alw ays be actua­ 
ted by higher and m ore statesm anlike 
motives. Tho questions involved here 
interest every tax pager in the Common- 
wenlth. andsliould, therefore, be discussed 
i upon their m erits, w ithout regard to how 
¡ it m ay eilbet either the one party or tho 
1 other.- In this spirit I propose to exam ­ 
ine, very briefly, some few of the most 
objectionable previsions of th e bill. 
In 
doing so, I shall be obliged to pass, unno­ 
ticed, a num ber of items deserving atten­ 
tion, in order that I m ay occupy the few 
m om ents allotted m e in exam ining tho 
more im portant portions of it. 
’ 
' 
The first item to w hich I invite the 
attention of .Senators is tiie extra compen­ 
sation to subordinate officers. 
In this I 
exelude the regular clerks, because they 
do more labor for w hat they receive than 
any other clas*. 
, 
. 
This extra'pay am ounts, in the aggre­ 
gate, to twenty thousand and six hundred 
dollars, f$20,600,) exclusiveof the regular 
pay of th at portion of the officers w ho arc 
employed w ithout authority of law. 
To show th at .there are those thus em ­ 
ployed, I refer Senators to pam phlet laws 
of 1863, page 370, w here this provision 
w ill be found : 
“S ec. 63. T hat the officers of the legis­ 
lature, after the present session, shall be 
as follows, to w it: 
For the Senate, one 
chief clerk, one assistant clerk, three 
transcribing clerks, one librarian, ono 
sergeant-at-arm s, one door keeper, four 
assistant dpor keepers, one messenger, 
four pages, one flreinait, and one door 
keener in tlie ro tu n d a; and for the House 
of Representatives, one chief clerk, one 
assistant clerk, four transcribing clerks, 
one sergeant-at-arm s, two assistant ser­ 
geants-at-arm s, one. door keeper, two 
assistant door keepers,, one messenger, 
and two assistant messengers', a postmas­ 
ter, and' four pasters, and four- folders, 
eight pages, one fireman, and one door 
keeper in the fotuhda, and no m ore; and 
none* of said officers shall return, as such, 
i to the next m eeting of the Legislature, 
except the chief ’ clerks, the assistant 
clerks, and one teanscrlbing elerk, for 
each House. to lie-designated by the chief 
rclerk, the librarian, tire sergeant-at-arm s, 
and one assistant, tiie door keepers, and 
! one assistant, and tiie messengers and 
I postm aster; and all acts, attd parts of acts, 
inconsistent w ith the provisions of this 
, section, a rt hereby repealed; and it shall 
Í 


I not lie lawful for either house to increase 
th e num ber of officers hereby provided, 
w ithout the consent of tlreotuer H ouse.” 
This law rem ains unrepcaied on your 
statute book to-day, unless it be claimed 
th at a disregard of its requirem ents fo r1 
tbe past two years renders it obsolete. 
Now let us see how far tills bill con­ 
forms to tbe act of Assembly. 
By the 
provisions of this section, it will be per­ 
ceived th at th e num ber of assistant scr- 
geants-at-arm s, door keepers and messen­ 
gers is lim ited'by the act to two for each 
principal, w hile the bill before us provides 
for fo u r in each case, m aking a difference 
of sir. 
The num ber of “ pasters and folders” is 
fixed in tiie law at eight, and this provides 
for ninlcen, being clevcirot an excess. Add 
those to the six just ngmcd, and you have 
seventeen men in the House alone more 
than the law authorizes, to say nothing 
of extra clerks, pages, &e. 
• 
The regular pay of those supernumera­ 
ries is three dollars per day, m aking, say, 
five thousand dollars, w hich added to tne 
tw enty thousand six hundred as above 
stated, m akes a total of twenty-five thous­ 
and six hundred dollars ($2-5,600.) 
If' I am not stating this case fairly. I 
will tliank any Senator to point out the 
error, and 1 w ill be glad to stand correc­ 
ted. 
. ' 
. 
Perhaps the most palpable wrong here 
complained of is in regard to the “pasters 
and folders,” for I do not hesitate to ex­ 
press the. opinion th at five or six boys 
would pu t up every docum ent sent off 
from the House, and play half the time. 
In this opinion I am sustained by practi­ 
cal printers, who know all about the labor 
connected w ith folding and pasting pa­ 
pers and documents. 
Sir, th in k of it a m om ent. H ere are 
nineteen men receiving not only regular 
pay, but three dollars and fifty cents per 
day extra, m aking six dollars and fifty 
cents p er day, and that, too, as has been 
stated, for doing w hat five or six boys 
could do w ithout difficulty. 
‘ 
Jf we add all the subordinates of th e 
House together, (exclusive of clerks,) it 
will be found that the num ber Is fo rty men, 
besides some ten boys as pages, being one 
for every two mfmbers. 
Mr. Bpeaker, it seems to m e th at if our 
unsuspecting, tax-ridden people would 
but speud a day or two in H arrisburg, 
and see tbe num ber of men supported in 
idleness, out of the public treasury, no 
party could bear up uuder such a loud. 
Now, in saying this, 1 m ust not be un­ 
derstood as speaking unkindly of the m en 
thus paid, fo ri dare say th at they are all 
very clever m en ; but os tbis is probably 
th e last opportunity I shall ever have of 
doing so, I wish to renew a protest th at I 
havé often made against such an abuse of 
tbe itrust reposed in us by a too confiding 
constituency. 
This money, thus uselessly squandered, 
would, if applied tow ard the paym ont of 
interest on our public debt, pay on it over 
fo u r hundred thousand dmwrs, ($100,030.) 
Or It would pay alm ost all the appropria­ 
tions asked for those Ileaven-bom , bene­ 
volent institutions, w hich, like tho dews 
of Heaven, dispense their blessings in such 
rich profusion, if not “ alike on the rich 
and the poor,” do, at least, on the latter. 
B ut those institutions were turned away, 
because, forsooth, tiiey were local. 
, 
- 
Bir, w hen .I reflect on the vast am ount 
of good these twenty-flue thousand six hun­ 
dred dollars m ight have complished in 
the way of rescuing from w ant, w retched­ 
ness and destruction, thousands .of father­ 
less, homeless children, made so by the 
terrible civil w ar through w hich we ju st 
passed, I am amazed th at there should be

The pwte seption to which I desteto 
call tho attention of Hcnator* Is 31. T h is 
section eontains-two propositions w hich I 
cannotednction. The first, i* the appro­ 
priation o f seventeen thousand dollars, to 
be expended by the superintendent o í , 
Í 
iublic buildings, and the second Is an 
ndeftnite appropriation for the repairs of 
th e Senate Chamber and H all of the 
House of R epresentative*/ to I f done 
under tho supervision of tiie elerlds of thB 
two Houses. 
Now, w hatever repairs mnv he necessa­ 
ry about tlid public bindings ehould bo 
specified, and the appropriation specified. 
This would be in accordance with tbe 
wise recom mendation of our worthy Gov­ 
ernor, in his late annual message, w hen 
ho savs : 
W .ithin a few yeaTs, nets have been 
repeatedly passed directing the expendi­ 
ture of as much m oucy as m ay lie neces­ 
sary to effect named purposes, sometimes 
w ithout clearly designating by whom th e ■ 
m oney Is to be expended, or how th e 
accounts are to be,examined. 
This cus­ 
tom is very reeeut, and lias already led 
to abuses.

I recommend that the practice .bo cor­ 
rected, and th at no apprejadation be made 
w ithout having the exact sum aj>prgpri- 
ated, and the specific, purpose to which it 
is to he "applied,"

I have been led to object to this section 
from a casual exam ination of some of tho 
•bills for those repairs last year, under a 
sim ilar provision. 
And in w hat I am 
about to say, I do not intend any im puta­ 
tion upon the integrity of our excellent 
elerk, or of th at of the clerk of the HuuaB, 
under whose joint supervision the repair, 
of the two hails were made, but tliat-tliey 
have been imposed upon Is to m y m ind 
quite clear. 
. 
Tim e will notidlow me to exam ine oil 
those bills, and I will, therefore, detain 
tho Benatu w ith hut ono or two, as speci­ 
mens of the whole. For exam ple, I find 
a charge of four hundred and tlfty-flvo.
